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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  Services  for  the  year  1965,  which  was  a year  of 
achievement  in  the  development  of  the  programme  as  agreed 
by  the  County  Council  under  the  Mental  Health  Act. 

In  the  field  of  mental  subnormality  the  male  trainees  trans- 
ferred to  West  Field  House  Day  Training  Centre  in  September, 
1965.  Earlier  experience  gained  in  the  workshop  at  Allan 
House,  Boston,  had  been  invaluable,  and  the  women  trainees 
followed  in  January.  Constant  attention  is  being  given  to  the 
development  of  training  schemes  and  work  training,  social 
training  and  physical  education  to  develop  fully  the 
personality  of  each  of  the  trainees  on  an  individual  basis.  The 
Centre  has  become  well  known  within  the  county  in  a short 
period  of  time  and  I am  deeply  indebted  to  the  community  as 
a whole  and  to  voluntary  organisations,  for  the  stimulating  in- 
terest which  has  been  shown  in  this  new  venture.  The  first 
residents  were  admitted  in  January  and  while  week-end  visits 
home  have  been  encouraged,  five  of  the  residents  for  varying 
reasons  live  in  the  hostel  on  a seven  day  week  basis.  Provision 
of  the  hostel  most  certainly  helps  the  use  of  hospital  beds  for 
the  mentally  subnormal,  avoiding  thereby  unnecessary  requests 
for  admission,  allowing  patients  in  hospital  to  transfer  to  hostel 
accommodation.  Referring  to  the  Command  Paper  3022 — The 
Development  of  Community  Care — the  number  of  places  in 
West  Field  House  is  0.33  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  this 
is  in  advance  of  the  estimated  provision  in  England  and  Wales 
to  be  achieved  by  1971. 

The  Health  Committee  delegated  to  a small  sub -committee 
the  very  heavy  task  of  providing  furniture,  furnishings  and 
equipment  and  much  detailed  care,  thought  and  time  was  de- 
voted to  the  problem  as  a whole.  Visits  were  made  elsewhere, 
many  individual  items  were  inspected,  to  bring  a pleasing  and 
attractive  modern  approach  to  the  various  sections  in  the  new 
building.  The  trainees  and  staff  have  responded  well  and  hap- 
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piness  and  contentment  achieved  have  indeed  been  very  real. 
Perhaps  it  is  in  order  to  give  a word  of  praise  to  the  County 
Architect  and  his  staff,  and  also  to  the  County  Land  Agent  and 
his  staff,  and  I too  am  most  grateful  to  the  County  Council  and 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  great  support  and  interest. 

The  building  programme  is  developing  in  other  ways  and 
a start  has  been  made  on  the  building  of  South  Field  House 
for  the  care  of  aged  people,  to  try  and  ease  the  problems  of 
home  care  and  to  help  the  medical  and  nursing  staff  of  psychia- 
tric hospitals,  where  the  demand  for  beds  is  exceptionally  high. 
The  aim  is  to  try  to  avoid  undue  stay  in  hospital  at  a time  when 
continuous  medical  or  nursing  care  is  no  longer  required. 
Plans  are  well  advanced  to  replace  the  training  centre  at  Spald- 
ing and  tenders  will  be  sought  in  the  near  future. 

A member  of  the  nursing  staff  has  been  successful  in  taking 
a Diploma  in  the  Method  and  Content  of  Health  Education  and 
one  of  the  first  tasks  will  be  to  try  to  foster  dental  health  edu- 
cation. This  is  a subject  which  has  been  dealt  with  previously, 
but  is  a subject  where  the  need  is  indeed  great.  There  are 
many  parents  who  do  not  approach  the  problem  of  dental  care 
in  a constructive  fashion  and  to  rely  on  dental  care  when 
prompted  solely  by  pain  is  certainly  not  in  keeping  with 
modern  thought. 

A special  training  course  was  held  at  Spalding  clinic  for 
midwives  and  the  physiotherapist,  to  teach  the  modern  tech- 
nique of  relaxation  classes  for  expectant  mothers.  During  the 
year  about  2,000  attendances  were  made  at  these  special  ante- 
natal classes.  The  two  mothers’  clubs  arrange  very  stimulating 
programmes  for  their  members. 

There  is  indeed  an  anxiety  in  respect  of  the  shortage  of 
health  visitors.  Four  bursarships  have  been  granted  for  train- 
ing to  begin  in  1966.  Much  has  been  done  to  remove  routine 
duties  from  the  health  visiting  staff  in  order  to  preserve  the 
benefit  of  their  training.  Ancillary  workers  have  been 
appointed — state  registered  nurses  and  three  lay  assistants.  A 
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new  approach  is  being  tried  as  a preventive  service  on  behalf 
of  old  people  living  at  home.  Three  geriatric  nurses  have  been 
appointed  to  work  closely  with  family  doctors,  the  Welfare  de- 
partment and  voluntary  organisations.  It  is  estimated  that  in 
the  county  there  are  12,900  residents  aged  65  years  and  over 
and  the  problem  of  giving  supporting  services  is  indeed  a heavy 
one.  The  staff  of  senior  health  visitors  try  to  co-ordinate  this 
extension  of  the  domiciliary  service,  at  this  stage  experimental. 
The  County  Welfare  Officer  informs  me  that  the  accommoda- 
tion available  to  the  County  Welfare  Committee  comprises  325 
beds  for  the  care  of  old  people  and  in  association  with  the  Hous- 
ing Authorities,  there  are  140  bungalows  or  flatlets  within  com- 
prehensive schemes  or  modified  schemes.  The  number  of  home 
helps  employed  appears  to  be  below  the  national  average.  There 
is  no  complacency  in  this  context.  All  requests  are  honoured 
and  I think  this  matter  should  be  seen  in  relation  to  the  overall 
schemes  for  the  care  of  old  people  in  the  county  sponsored  so 
well  by  all  local  authorities  and  voluntary  endeavour.  The 
Meals  on  Wheels  service  administered  by  the  Women’s  Volun- 
tary Service  were  able  to  extend  their  activities  and  during  the 
year  20,686  meals  were  served. 

The  last  few  years  have  indeed  been  years  of  much  stress 
and  anxiety  wondering  whether  the  county  of  Holland  was 
going  to  survive  as  an  entity  or  not.  The  central  government 
asked  the  County  Council  to  try  and  develop  the  services 
against  this  rather  dismal  background  and  this  key-note  has 
been  accepted  by  the  Health  Committee  and  all  members  of 
the  County  Health  Department. 

My  thanks  are  due  Mr.  Chairman  to  yourself  and  all  the 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  most  kind  and  helpful 
co-operation.

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BIRTH  RATE. — The  birth  rate  fell  in  1965  to  16.2  per  1,000 
live  births  from  16.5  in  1964.  The  highest  rate  within  the 
county  was  again  Boston  Borough  at  18.5  whilst  the  East  Elloe 
Rural  District  was  again  the  lowest  with  a rate  of  14.2.  The 
corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1965  was  18.1. 
Illegitimate  live  births  decreased  from  126  in  1964  to  94  in 
1965  and  represents  5.5%  of  the  total  live  births. 

DEATH  RATE. — The  county  rate  for  1965  at  10.8  compares 
favourably  with  the  figure  of  11.1  for  the  previous  year.  The 
Spalding  Urban  District  had  the  highest  rate  at  12.6  and  Spald- 
ing Rural  the  lowest  of  9.4.  The  corresponding  figure  for  Eng- 
land and  Wales  was  11.5. 

INFANT  MORTALITY  RATES.— The  county  rate  of  21.2 
per  1,000  live  births  (deaths  under  one  year)  rose  from  19.7 
in  1964  and  is  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of 
19.0.  The  infant  mortality  rate  shows  a marked  increase  of 
illegitimate  (31.9)  over  legitimate  (20.6)  per  1,000  legitimate 
or  illegitimate  live  births.  The  Neo -natal  mortality  rate 
(deaths  under  four  weeks)  fell  to  12.4  from  the  1964  figure 
of  16.8.  The  Early  Neo-natal  mortality  rate  (deaths  under  one 
week)  also  showed  a marked  decrease  falling  from  15.6  in  1964 
to  11.8  in  1965.  The  Peri-natal  mortality  rate  (still-births  and 
deaths  under  one  week)  was  29.5  against  35.2  per  1,000  live 
and  stillbirths  for  the  previous  year.

HEART  DISEASES. — The  figure  of  381  is  an  increase  of  55 
over  1964  and  represents  33.2%  of  the  total  deaths. 

CANCER,— The  total  deaths  of  211  compares  with  210  for 
1964  and  represents  18.4%  of  the  total  deaths  from  all  causes.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  table  on  the  following  page  shows  the  incidence  of 
notifiable  infectious  diseases  for  the  year  ending  31st  Decem- 
ber, 1965. 

Whooping  Cough. — The  number  of  notified  cases  fell  from 
154  in  1964  to  72  in  1965  mostly  in  the  Boston  Urban  area. 

Diphtheria. — It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  absence  of  diph- 
theria for  the  seventeenth  successive  year. 

Scarlet  Fever — .The  incidence  of  notification  has  continued 
to  increase.  68  cases  were  notified  against  44  in  1964,  the 
disease  generally  being  of  a comparatively  mild  nature. 

Dysentery. — Only  47  cases  notified  during  the  year,  mainly 
in  the  East  Elloe  district.  There  were  no  serious  outbreaks. 

Poliomyelitis. — For  the  fourth  successive  year  no  con- 
firmed cases  were  reported. 

Pneumonia. — 49  cases  were  notified  compared  with  25  for 
1964.  The  bulk  of  notifications  again  related  to  the  Boston  Ur- 
ban and  Rural  Districts. 

Chicken  Pox. — Notifiable  only  in  the  Boston  Urban  and 
Rural  Districts.  171  cases  being  a considerable  decrease  on 
515  for  the  previous  year. 

SVIeasles. — A total  of  2,082  cases  notified,  the  bulk  occurring 
towards  the  end  of  the  year.  579  cases  notified  in  1964. 

Food  Poisoning. — There  were  again  no  serious  outbreaks 
reported.  Sixteen  isolated  cases  notified,  mainly  in  the  Boston 
Urban  area. 

Scabies. — Although  this  disease  seems  to  be  a little  more 
prevalent,  only  8 cases  were  notified,  all  in  the  Boston  Urban 
District.

Home  Visiting. — Home  visiting  of  children  under  school 
age  is  an  important  part  of  the  health  visitor’s  duties.  More 
detailed  information  is  given  in  the  health  visiting  section. 

Child  Welfare  Centres. — There  are  19  centres  in  the  County 
at  which  55  sessions  are  now  held  per  month.  The  reduction  in 
the  number  of  sessions  (previously  67)  was  a direct  result  of 
the  shortage  of  Health  Visiting  staff  due  to  retirements  and 
resignations.  Selling  sessions  of  welfare  foods  were  not  affected 
at  the  centres  involved. 

A Medical  Officer  normally  attends  at  the  more  important 
Centres  but,  when  this  is  not  considered  necessary,  a doctor 
only  attends  fortnightly  or  monthly 

A statistical  table  is  given  on  page  23,  from  which  it  will 
be  seen  that  3,644  children  (of  whom  1,047  were  born  in  1965) 
attended  during  the  year  and  made  a total  of  26,254  attendances. 
The  percentage  of  new  babies  attending  the  centres,  related 
to  the  total  live  births  for  1965  was  62%,  a decrease  of  4%  com- 
pared with  1964. 

The  family  doctor  is  notified  when  it  is  considered  that  any 
child  should  be  referred  to  a hospital  clinic  for  consultant 
opinion. 

At  most  of  the  centres  there  are  voluntary  workers  who 
render  valuable  service.

Ante- Natal  Clinics. — There  is  no  change  to  report. 

When  their  duties  permit,  the  Council’s  health  visitors 
attend  ante -natal  sessions  to  maintain  contact  with  this  work. 

Apart  from  the  facilities  provided  by  the  County  Council, 
the  Hospital  Management  Committee  has  arranged  weekly 
sessions  at  Boston  General  Hospital,  Spalding  J ohnson  Hospital 
and  Holbeach  Clinic 
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The  number  of  women  who  attended  the  Local  Health 
Authority’s  clinics  and  shared  clinics  during  the  year  was  512 
and  the  total  number  of  attendances  was  2,584. 

A total  number  of  1,969  patient  attendances  were  made  at 
relaxation  and  mothercraft  classes. 

Post- Mata!  Clinics.— -No  special  clinics  are  held.  As  a rule 
the  post-natal  examination  is  done  by  the  general  practitioner 
as  provided  in  the  domiciliary  maternity  scheme. 

Dental  Treatment. — Dental  treatment  for  mothers  and 
children  under  five  was  continued  during  the  year.  Patients 
are  referred  from  the  ante -natal  and  child  welfare  clinics  and 
in  the  case  of  children  a reminder  is  sent  on  the  third  birthday 
in  the  form  of  a birthday  card. 

During  1965,  7 mothers  and  30  children  attended  for  inspec- 
tion and  in  22  cases  treatment  was  found  to  be  necessary.

During  1966,  now  that  the  Dental  staff  is  increased,  it  is 
proposed  that  Dental  Inspections  are  carried  out  in  the  County 
Council  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  and  it  is  hoped  that  many  more 
mothers  and  young  children  will  take  advantage  of  this  so  that 
by  the  time  the  child  goes  to  school,  his  or  her  teeth  should  be 
sound. 

Maternity  Beds. — The  health  visitors  continued  to  investi- 
gate, at  the  request  of  the  hospital  authorities,  cases  recommen- 
ded for  admission  on  sociological  grounds. 

Of  40  applications  received  25  patients  were  recommended 
as  suitable  for  admission. 

Of  the  total  births,  as  adjusted  by  inward  and  outward 
transfers,  71.0%  were  institutional. 


Ophthalmic  Treatment. — Children  of  pre-school  age  re- 
quiring treatment  are  normally  referred  to  the  out-patient  de- 
partments of  hospitals,  but,  for  the  sake  of  convenience,  some 
children  are  seen  at  the  school  clinics  by  the  Consultant.  The 
number  of  attendances  made  in  this  field  during  the  year  was 
366. 


Blood  Testing. — Arrangements  are  in  force  whereby  Medi- 
cal Officers  at  ante-natal  clinics  collect  and  send  blood  speci- 
mens for  examination. 

Care  ©f  Premature  infants. — Special  cots  and  equipment 
are  available,  if  required,  for  children  nursed  at  home  but,  when 
special  medical  and  nursing  care  are  indicated,  cases  are  trans- 
ferred to  hospitals.  A premature  baby  incubator  is  maintained 
at  Boston  General  Hospital  and  is  immediately  available  for  an 
emergency  admission.  A member  of  the  hospital  paediatric 
staff  would  normally  travel  in  the  ambulance.  The  number  of 
premature  live  births  was  90  which  is  5.3%  of  the  total  live 
births  notified  ; of  the  total  number  (31)  of  stillbirths  notified, 
14  (or  45%)  were  premature. 


The  following  table  summarises  the  position  : — 
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Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children. — The 

County  Health  Department  works  in  close  association  with  the 
Children’s  Department  and  the  Lincoln  Diocesan  Board  for 
Social  Work.  The  latter  is  a registered  association  for  dealing 
with  adoption.  The  County  Council  makes  an  annual  grant  to 
the  Diocesan  Board,  on  a case-load  basis. 

During  the  year  19  patients  were  sent  to  the  Quarry  Home, 
Lincoln,  or  to  similar  establishments.  The  cost  in  each  case 
being  borne  by  the  County  Council  less  contributions  obtained 
from  unmarried  mother,  putative  father  or  other  sources. 

Murserses  and  Child  Minders  Regulation  Act,  1948. — 10  new 

registrations  were  approved  during  the  year  and  4 cancellations 
received.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  17  child  minders 
on  the  register  with  118  approved  places,  increased  from  10  and 
58  respectively  in  1964.  34  of  the  118  places  are  taken  up  by 
3 pre-school  play  groups. 

Women’s  Advisory  Clinic. — The  County  Council  allow  the 
use  of  the  Ferry  House  Clinic,  Boston,  on  one  evening  each 
week  to  a branch  of  the  Family  Planning  Association,  and  also 
the  use  of  Spalding  Clinic. 

At  Risk  Register. — Each  Health  Visitor  continues  to  keep 
an  “ At  Risk  ” register  showing  the  history  and  development  of 
children  on  her  district  requiring  special  supervision  by  reason 
of  any  developmental  abnormality.  Those  registered  include 
such  groups  as  premature  infants,  haemolytic  disease  of  the 
newborn,  congenital  abnormalities,  difficult  births,  virus  infec- 
tion in  the  mother,  and  children  with  impaired  hearing,  etc. 
At  31st  December  a total  of  504  children  were  registered. 

In  association  with  the  Health  Visitors’  “ At  Risk  ” Regis- 
ters, a central  register  is  maintained  of  infants  suffering  from 
severe  congenital  abnormalities  including  stillbirths  and  infant 
deaths.  Since  January  1964  a monthly  return  of  congenital 
abnormalities  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Registrar  General. 
The  number  of  cases  returned  during  the  year  under  review  is 
36.

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SECTION  23— MIDWIFERY  SERVIGE. 


GENERAL  ARRANGEMENTS.— The  County  Council  pro- 
vide a domiciliary  midwifery  service  by  employing  whole-time 
District  Midwives  and  District  Nurse/Midwives.  The  day  to 
day  management  of  the  service  devolves  upon  the  Chief  Nur- 
sing Officer,  her  Deputy  and  Assistant.  On  the  31st  December, 
1965,  5 District  Midwives  and  16  District  Nurse/Midwives  were 
employed.  Early  in  1966,  3 district  nurse/midwives  resigned. 
Difficulty  in  replacement  led  to  the  policy  of  appointing  ad- 
ditional district  nurses  and  the  remaining  district  nurse /mid - 
wives  in  the  south  of  the  County  devoted  more  time  to  mid- 
wifery encompassing  larger  geographical  areas. 

ANALGESIA. — All  the  domiciliary  midwifery  staff  are 
qualified  to  administer  inhalational  analgesia. 

Twenty  sets  of  apparatus  for  the  administration  of  gas  and 
air  and  twelve  sets  for  the  administration  of  trilene  were  pro- 
vided by  the  County  Council.  Future  policy  will  be  the  pur- 
chase of  gas/oxygen  machines  to  replace  gas  and  air  machines. 

Analgesia  was  administered  in  413  cases  (gas  and  air  104, 
trilene  309).  The  percentage  of  domiciliary  confinements  re- 
ceiving inhalational  analgesia  was  83%. 

Pethilorfan  was  also  much  used  either  alone  or  in  conjunc- 
tion with  inhalational  analgesia.  It  was  administered  in  309 
cases.  There  is  strict  control  in  the  use  of  dangerous  drugs 
by  midwives. 

STERILISED  MATERNITY  OUTFITS.— Maternity  outfits 
are  available  free  of  charge  for  all  women  confined  at  home. 
438  outfits  were  issued  during  the  year.

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SECTION  24 — HEALTH  VISITING. 


STAFF. — As  previously  stated,  it  is  the  policy  of  the 
County  Council  to  employ  health  visitors  on  combined  duties. 
Qualified  health  visitors  are  stationed  in  convenient  centres 
throughout  the  County  and  on  the  31st  December,  1965  the  staff 
was  as  follows  : — 

6 Health  Visitors,  carrying  out  school  nursing  and  other 
duties. 

5 Nurses  on  School  and  Clinic  duties. 

2 Lay  Clinic  Assistants. 

Resignations  and  retirements  during  the  year  depleted  the 
health  visiting  staff  from  13  to  6 with  another  resignation  pend- 
ing in  early  January,  1966.  Coupled  with  a vigorous  recruiting 
campaign,  the  County  Council  approved  the  policy  of  providing 
purpose-built  bungalows  for  health  visitors  and  offered  im- 
proved bursary  rates  and  conditions  for  trainees.  At  the  time 
of  going  to  press  the  health  visiting  strength  had  increased  to 
7,  and  4 student  health  visitors  were  to  start  training  in  Sep- 
tember. 

The  question  of  ancillary  staff  was  closely  investigated,  the 
staff  of  clinic/school  nurses  have  taken  over  much  routine 
work  of  the  health  visitors  and  3 lay  clinic  assistants  have  been 
appointed  to  relieve  the  clinic  nurses  of  routine  work.  During 
1966  it  was  possible  to  recruit  the  equivalent  of  2 full-time 
S.R.N.’s  for  visiting  in  connection  with  the  care  of  the  aged. 

Supervisory  work  is  undertaken  by  the  Chief  Nursing 
Officer  and  there  are  regular  monthly  meetings  when  matters  of 
general  interest  are  explained  and  discussed. 

SUMMARY  OF  WORK. — The  following  table  summarises 
the  work  of  the  health  visitors  and  gives  some  indication  of  the 
extent  of  their  work.  The  total  visits  has  fallen  from  20,856 
in  1964  to  16,136,  a direct  result  of  the  diminution  of  staff.

Of  the  cases  attended  820  were  sixty -five  and  over,  and 
visits  to  these  cases  number  30,153.  This  again  shows  the  im- 
portance of  domiciliary  nursing  in  relation  to  the  care  of  the 
aged  and  chronic  sick.  It  represents  over  53%  of  the  total  cases 
attended. 

INCONTINENCE  PADS. — In  accordance  with  Circular 
14/63  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  incontinence  pads  have  been 
supplied  to  all  persons  in  need  without  restriction.  Approxi- 
mately eight  thousand  pads  are  issued  in  a calendar  year  and 
with  occasional  exceptions,  all  patients  are  in  receipt  of  home 
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nursing  care.  Occasional  issues  are  made  to  patients  not  re- 
ceiving home  nursing  care  at  a cost  of  45s.  Od.  per  hundred.  No 
charge  is  made  to  patients  in  receipt  of  National  Assistance 
allowance  and  the  County  Medical  Officer  has  discretionary 
powers  to  waive  the  charges.  No  difficulties  have  been  ex- 
perienced in  this  county  with  regard  to  disposal  which  is  nor- 
mally carried  out  by  domestic  burning.  In  isolated  occasions 
where  domestic  burning  is  not  practicable,  soiled  pads  are 
collected  into  plastic  bags  and  destroyed  in  a hospital  inciner- 
ator. 

HEALTH  VISITING,  HEALTH  EDUCATION,  DOMICILIARY 
MIDWIFERY  AND  HOME  NURSING  SERVICES 


The  Chief  Nursing  Officer  submits  the  following  report  : — 

STAFF. — At  the  31st  December,  1965,  there  was  a total  of 
nine  vacancies.  One  Senior  Health  Visitor  for  Health  Educa- 
tion, six  Health  Visitors,  one  District  Nurse/Midwife,  one 
Clinic  Nurse.  As  reported  elsewhere,  the  situation  had  im- 
proved at  the  time  of  going  to  press,  two  Health  Visitors  were 
appointed  early  in  1966  and  other  candidates  were  being  sought. 
The  policy  of  appointing  District  Nurses  to  fill  vacancies  created 
by  resignations  of  District  Nurse/Midwives  has  increased  the 
areas  covered  by  midwives  in  the  south  of  the  county  and  main- 
tained the  case  load  of  mid  wives  in  the  face  of  falling  domi- 
ciliary confinements.  An  additional  State  Registered  Nurse 
has  been  seconded  for  a four  month  Queen’s  District  Training 
Course  and  will  join  the  staff  as  a District  Nurse  in  September, 
1966. 

MIDWIFE  ATTACHMENTS.— January,  1966  saw  the  start 
of  attachment  schemes  of  Boston  midwives  in  general  prac- 
titioner partnerships.  This  experimental  scheme  is  proving 
most  satisfactory  and  a similar  scheme  for  attachment  of  dis- 
trict nurses  is  envisaged. 

POST  GRADUATE  COURSES. — Four  midwives  and  two 
clinic  nurses  completed  post  graduate  courses  during  the  year, 
the  latter  to  equip  themselves  for  hearing  testing  of  infants. 
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HOME  NURSING  SERVICE. — This  service  has  continued 
to  work  effectively.  There  is  good  liaison  with  the  County 
Welfare  Department  in  the  care  of  the  physically  handicapped 
and  the  provision  of  occupational  therapy  and  in  the  provision 
of  medical  aids  and  every  effort  is  made  to  assist  in  rehabilita- 
tion.

SECTION  26— VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


The  Council’s  scheme  provides  for  vaccination  against 
smallpox,  poliomyelitis,  whooping  cough  and  tuberculosis  ; 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus.  In  accordance 
with  Circular  6/66,  the  Council  has  approved  a restricted 
scheme  for  vaccination  against  measles. 

VACCINATION  AGAINST  SMALLPOX.— Constant  effort 
is  maintained  through  health  education  to  encourage  parents  to 
accept  this  preventive  measure.

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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. — The  arrangements  are 
unchanged.  There  has  not  been  a notified  case  of  diphtheria  in 
the  County  since  1948  and  this  fact  makes  it  difficult  to  per- 
suade some  parents  to  accept  immunisation. 

At  the  commencement  of  school  life  primary  or  reinforcing 
injections  are  given  by  the  school  medical  staff,  and  special 
sessions  are  arranged  if  necessary.  The  table  on  the  preceding 
page  shows  the  overall  immunisation  picture  since  1952. 

With  few  exceptions,  immunisations  against  diphtheria  are 
now  carried  out  with  combined  prophylactics.  The  following

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B.C.G.  VACCINATION  (Section  28,  National  Health  Ser- 
vice Act). — The  scheme  for  vaccination  against  tuberculosis 
was  continued  during  the  year  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of 
Health  policy. 

1,140  children  received  the  initial  skin  test,  of  whom  997 
had  a negative  reaction  and  966  were  vaccinated.  114  children 
showed  a positive  reaction  to  the  test,  10%  of  the  total. 

Immunisation  against  Tetanus. 

A steadily  increasing  demand  is  being  made  for  single 
prophylactic  in  the  older  age  groups,  whilst  with  the  advent  of 
the  triple  vaccine,  immunisation  against  tetanus  in  the  under 
fives  is  producing  a satisfactory  level  of  immunity  at  an  earlier 
age.

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POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION 


The  total  number  of  persons  who  had  been  vaccinated 
against  poliomyelitis  at  31st  December,  1965  was  48,762.  Of 
these  41,535  have  had  booster  injections  or  doses  and  14,709 
children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twelve  years  had  received 
fourth  reinforcing  doses. 

Of  the  babies  born  in  1965  15.0%  had  been  vaccinated  at 
31st  December,  1965  and  by  31st  March,  1966  this  figure  had 
risen  to  34.3%.

During  the  year  an  additional  driver/attendant  was 
appointed  at  the  Boston  Ambulance  Station,  and  although  the 
increase  in  patients  carried  and  miles  completed  since  31st 
March,  1964  viz.  736  patients  and  1,383  miles  is  the  smallest  for 
a number  of  years,  it  is  unlikely  that  the  peak  has  yet  been 
reached,  and  further  increases  must  be  anticipated  in  view  of 
recent  litigation.  A further  increase  must  of  course  be 
expected  when  additional  facilities  are  available  at  the  new 
Boston  hospital. 
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No  additional  ambulance  vehicles  were  acquired  during 
the  year,  but  two  sitting  case  vehicles  were  replaced  by  B.M.C. 
14-seat  “ Minibuses  The  summary  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Cost  Statement  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1964  again  shows 
that  the  cost  of  operating  this  Council’s  Ambulance  Service  is 
among  the  lowest  of  the  forty -six  Rural  Counties  in  England 
and  Wales,  as  is  shown  by  the  following  extract  from  the 
County  Treasurer’s  Report  to  the  Ambulance  and  Transport 
Committee  : —

It  will  be  noticed  that  in  spite  of  the  considerably  larger 
number  of  persons  carried  per  1,000  population  over  the  aver- 
age, the  cost  per  1,000  population  is  less. 

Twenty  volunteers  have  assisted  the  service  during  the 
year  which  is  one  less  than  1964.  Of  this  number  eight  com- 
pletely operate  the  Crowland  ambulance  which  has  successfully 
covered  the  needs  of  the  area  during  the  year.  Of  the  remain- 
der the  majority  have  voluntarily  served  as  escorts  to  patients 
travelling  long  journeys  by  ambulance  or  train,  and  only  a 
very  few  are  able  to  do  duty  on  the  emergency  ambulances. 
My  thanks  and  those  of  the  County  Council  are  due  to  these 
volunteers  in  increasing  measure  as  their  numbers  decrease. 

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 


(SECTION  28) 

The  Holland  Care  Committee  has  been  established  30  years, 
and  in  1963  was  entered  in  the  register  of  Charities  in  England 
and  Wales  under  the  Charities  Act,  1960. 

Originally  the  Committee  came  into  being  because  of  the 
demands  of  tuberculosis,  but  over  the  years  the  pattern  has 
changed.  (1935,  88  new  notifications,  1965,  14  new  notifica- 
tions.) 

1937.  The  Holland  Care  Committee  became  affiliated  to 
the  National  Association  for  the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis 
(now  known  as  the  Chest  and  Heart  Association)  and  was  able 
to  participate  in  the  Christmas  Seal  Sale,  raising  the  sum  of 
£100  in  the  first  year.  To  date  approximately  £10,900  has  been 
raised  by  the  sale  of  Christmas  Seals. 
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1948.  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  came 
into  force  and  the  County  Council  further  recognised  the  use- 
fulness of  the  Holland  Care  Committee  by  delegating  care  work 
in  connection  with  tuberculosis  to  the  Care  Committee.  The 
interest  shown  by  the  members  was  long  established  and  well 
integrated  with  the  medical  and  nursing  staff. 

1951.  The  functions  of  the  Committee  were  extended  to 
cover  diseases  other  than  tuberculosis. 

1955.  The  County  Council  received  a proportionate  share 
of  the  assets  of  a former  Lincolnshire  Nursing  Association  and 
decided  that  the  administration  of  the  fund  should  be  dele- 
gated to  the  Holland  Care  Committee — this  became  the  Nursing 
and  Lying-in  Fund,  and  this  is  gradually  diminishing  by  inten- 
tion. 

1957.  The  Committee  undertook  with  the  Chief  Nursing 
Officer  the  administration  of  the  Marie -Curie  Memorial  Foun- 
dation Fund,  and  to  date  £1,350  has  been  allocated  by  that 
Foundation  for  the  relief  of  cancer  patients  being  nursed  at 
home.  The  Foundation  is  kept  informed  of  the  details  of  help 
given  with  expenditure. 

It  is  clear  therefore  that  the  Holland  Care  Committee  has 
extended  its  scope  to  cases  of  mental  disorder,  cancer  cases, 
mothers  and  young  children,  problem  families,  etc.  Much  re- 
gard has  been  given  to  the  co-ordination  of  the  work  of  the 
Care  Committee  with  other  voluntary  organisations,  enabling  a 
planned  approach  to  be  made  to  individual  problems.  Cases 
are  referred  by  the  Medical  Social  Workers  attached  to  the 
hospitals,  Child  Care  Officers,  and  members  of  the  nursing  staff. 
Close  consultation  takes  place  with  the  Managers  of  Govern- 
ment Departments.

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All  children  aged  13  years  and  over  are  offered  the  initial 
skin  test.  The  average  acceptance  rate  for  the  year  was  69.4% 
and  rates  for  individual  schools  varied  between  the  lowest 
27.0%  and  the  highest  87.5%. 

Whilst  the  number  of  notifications  of  tuberculosis  decreases 
each  year,  it  is  more  than  ever  important  that  children  prior  to 
leaving  school  receive  this  very  simple  test  and  if  necessary 
vaccination.  The  hazards  to  unknown  sources  of  infection  in 
the  outside  world  are  still  present  to  the  unprotected  child. 

OASES  ASSISTED 

A large  number  of  visits  have  been  paid  by  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee  and  help  has  been  given  as  follows  : —

Convalescent  care  provided  for  three  adults  at  Hunstanton 
Convalescent  Home,  and  one  child  at  the  Y.M.C.A.  Camp,  Skeg- 
ness. 

Grocery  allowances,  Complan,  etc.  in  16  cases.

Bedding  and  furniture  provided  in  8 cases. 

Coal  in  4 cases. 

Grants,  fares,  etc.  12  cases. 

Toilet  necessities.  10  cases. 

This  statement  does  not  include  assistance  given  privately 
from  time  to  time  by  members  of  the  Committee,  the  vast 
amount  of  clothing  and  bedding  provided  by  the  Boston  and 
Spalding  Women’s  Voluntary  Service,  and  grants  made  by  the 
National  Assistance  Board.

MEDICAL  LOAN  DEPOTS. — During  the  year  the  County 
Council  continued  the  arrangements  for  the  loan  of  nursing 
equipment  and  appliances  on  the  recommendations  of  the 
family  doctor  or  the  district  nurse. 

The  following  depots  function  : — 

BOSTON. — County  Hall.  This  is  intended  to  operate  when 
demands  cannot  be  met  by  the  voluntary  associations.  Appli- 
cations are  dealt  with  during  office  hours. 

BOSTON. — Red  Cross  Depot,  Rosegarth  Street,  Boston. 
This  depot,  which  is  administered  by  the  local  branch  of  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society,  is  open  each  evening  from  6.30  p.m. 
to  8 p.m. 

HOLBEACH. — Depot  at  17  Fleet  Street.  Administered  by 
Holbeach  Division  of  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

SPALDING. — Depot  maintained  by  the  St.  John  Ambu- 
lance Brigade.  The  area  covered  includes  the  Spalding  Urban 
and  Rural  Districts. 

SUTTON  BRIDGE. — 80  Bridge  Road.  This  depot  is  man- 
aged by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade, 

CROWLAND. — British  Legion  Depot.  This  depot  is 
administered  by  the  members  of  the  local  branch.  No  charge 
is  made  for  any  article  loaned. 

The  articles  in  most  demand  are  bed-pans,  air-rings, 
mackintosh  sheets,  back  rests,  urinals,  bed  tables,  crutches,  hot 
water  bottles,  bed  cradles  and  invalid  chairs. 

The  depots  may  send  in  requisitions  as  and  when  necessary 
to  the  County  Council  for  additional  stock  or  renewals,  except 
in  the  case  of  the  Boston  Red  Cross,  where  the  rent  of  the 
premises  is  paid  by  the  County  Council.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

NOTIFICATION. — In  1965  eleven  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  three  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  weie  noti- 
fied. 


DEATH  RATE.— The  number  of  deaths  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  v/as  two  as  for  1964.  There  were  no  deaths  from 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  compared  with  two  for  the  pie- 
vious  year.  The  death  rate  for  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  was 
0.02  per  thousand  of  the  population.  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  0.048. 

REPORT  OF  THE  CHEST  PHYSICIAN.— Dr.  A.  M. 
Forrest  has  kindly  furnished  the  following  information  :— 

The  position  as  regards  tuberculosis  in  the  county  remains 
very  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  new  cases  is  low,  only  seven  had  a positive 
sputum.  Of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  the  increased  inci- 
dence of  genito-urinary  tuberculosis  which  was  noticeable  a 
few  years  ago,  is  no  longer  evident. 

Of  respiratory  diseases,  both  chronic  bronchitis  and  lung 
cancer  are  now  much  more  serious  problems  and  cause  much 
greater  morbidity  and  mortality  than  tuberculosis. 
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HEALTH  EDUCATION. 


During  the  year  the  Assistant  County  Nursing  Superin- 
tendent for  Health  Education  has  been  seconded  for  training 
for  the  Diploma  in  Health  Education  at  the  Institute  of  Educa- 
tion, London  University,  so  no  large  scale  campaigns  have  been 
carried  out. 

Day  to  day  working  of  the  department  has  continued — 
special  courses  in  Child  Development  and  Care  and  Personal 
Relationships  in  several  senior  schools  have  continued.  The 
monthly  change  of  theme  in  health  matters  in  clinics  has  con- 
tinued, and  the  Mothers’  Clubs  at  Spalding  and  Long  Sutton 
continue  to  flourish.  They  have  had  two  joint  meetings,  one 
in  Spalding  and  one  in  Long  Sutton. 

The  Nursing  Staff  and  Health  Visitors  have  given  talks  to 
voluntary  organisations  on  health  matters  whenever  requested 
— this  has  covered  a wide  range  of  subjects  from  child  care  to 
Smoking  and  Health  and  Venereal  Disease. 

On  several  occasions  during  the  year,  displays  on  “ Safety  ” 
— in  the  garden,  on  the  beach,  on  November  5th,  have  been 
on  view  in  the  Public  Library  at  Boston  and  the  Town  Hall 
at  Spalding.  Plans  are  being  made  to  extend  this  practice  dur- 
ing the  following  year. 

During  December  a weekend  seminar  sponsored  by  the 
National  Childbirth  Trust  was  held  at  the  Spalding  Clinic  with 
good  attendance  by  the  nursing  staff  and  the  art  of  psycho - 
prophylaxis  is  being  put  to  good  use  at  all  mothercraft  sessions. 

Publicity  in  respect  of  Venereal  Diseases  was  distributed 
amongst  factories  in  the  south  of  the  County.  Posters  were 
supplied  together  with  pamphlets  for  distribution  in  wage 
packets. 


CHIROPODY  SERVICE— SECTION  28. 


I am  indebted  to  Mr.  N.  H.  Hughes,  Liaison  Officer,  for  the 
following  report  and  statistics  showing  the  established  pattern 
of  the  services  provided. 

The  year  1965  completed  the  sixth  year  of  this  direct  ser- 
vice and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  another  successful  year  in  all 
respects.  The  recruitment  of  another  State  Registered  Chir- 
opodist has  brought  the  number  of  operators  to  ten,  with  a 
subsequent  increase  in  total  treatments. 
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For  the  first  time,  now  that  a sufficient  time  has  elapsed, 
comment  is  made  on  the  individual  aspect  of  the  service.  It 
would  seem  that  in  general  new  patients  fall  into  one  or  other 
of  the  following  categories. 

1.  Those  who  having  complained  of  foot  discomfort  for 
the  first  time  are  referred  by  their  general  practitioner.  Some- 
thing like  one  third  fall  into  this  section.  They  are  usually 
in  the  70  plus  age  group. 

2.  Another  fairly  large  group  have  been  in  receipt  of  some 
form  of  treatment  prior  to  application.  Depleted  means, 
widowhood,  etc.  force  them  to  make  application  in  order  to 
obtain  essential  treatment.  These  cases  are  usually  in  the  60 
plus  age  group. 

Until  such  time  as  treatment  can  be  offered  more  freely 
it  would  seem  that  recipients  are  on  the  whole  in  the  category 
“ those  in  greatest  need 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  average  age  remains  high.  In  the 
clinics  72.5.  Considering  bad  weather,  illness  and  sudden  deaths 
failed  attendances  (8%  of  the  total)  must  be  regarded  as  highly 
satisfactory. 

Boston.  An  increase  in  the  number  of  sessions  has  been 
in  operation  from  the  middle  of  the  year  and  this  centre  has 
for  the  first  time  concluded  the  year  without  a waiting  list. 

Donington.  The  clinic  continues  to  run  smoothly. 

Holbeach.  Demand  has  not  been  satisfied  at  this  clinic. 
Steps  have  been  taken  to  organise  further  sessions  from  early 
in  1966  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  clear  the  waiting  list  dur- 
ing the  year. 

Spalding.  The  Town  is  adequately  served  with  the  clinic 
and  surgeries. 

Sutton  Bridge.  Regular  weekly  sessions  are  now  operated 
from  the  clinic. 

Wrangle.  During  the  year  a significant  increase  in  the 
number  of  sessions  cleared  the  waiting  list.  The  position  is  now 
satisfactory. 

Conclusions.  Despite  the  continuing  shortage  of  chir- 
opodists throughout  the  country  our  service  has  expanded  in 
line  with  the  increased  number  of  operators  available  and  I 
can  see  no  reason  why  1966  should  not  produce  similar  results. 
The  following  figures  show  the  steady  growth  maintained  over 
the  past  three  years  : —

The  County  Home  Help  Service  continued  to  meet  the 
varied  and  fluctuating  demands  made  upon  it  by  the  fairly 
stable  establishment  of  approximately  80  helpers.  Adjustment 
in  staff  from  district  to  district  is  always  necessary.

The  full-time  helpers  continue  to  form  the  nucleus  of  the 
service  and  deal  mainly  with  maternity  and  difficult  chronic 
sick  cases.  Daily  attendance  at  the  difficult  chronic  sick  case 
can  be  very  demanding  and  it  is  essential  that  the  home  help 
should  from  time  to  time,  have  a complete  change  of  case.  It 
has  been  found  that  the  chronic  sick  person  has  also  benefited 
from  this  policy. 
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Regular  part-time  workers  form  the  main  body  of  helpers 
and  attend  the  majority  of  aged  and  infirm,  and  some  chronic 
sick  cases.  The  part-time  worker  averages  between  30  and  40 
hours  each  week,  and  may  attend  up  to  eight  cases  each  week, 
thus  being  of  the  greatest  value  in  the  maintenance  and  de- 
velopment of  the  service. 

The  Casual  Home  Helps  are  women  who  are  prepared  to 
work  as  and  when  required.  They  are  often  specially  appoin- 
ted to  attend  cases  in  the  more  remote  rural  areas  and  conse- 
quently contribute  considerably  to  the  economy  of  the  service. 

During  the  year  County  Transport  was  called  upon  to 
assist  in  10  cases,  all  of  which  were  in  isolated  districts  and 
transporting  an  existing  home  help  was  the  only  practical  solu- 
tion. 

The  hourly  wage  rate  of  Home  Helps  is  now  4s.  6d.  per 
hour  for  Urban  district  cases  and  4s.  5Jd.  for  Rural  district 
cases.  This  satisfactory  rate  of  pay  is  reflected  in  a very  small 
change  of  staff  which  consequently  leads  to  a more  efficient 
service.  New  home  helps  are  only  enrolled  after  careful  screen- 
ing, and  are  closely  supervised  during  their  first  few  weeks  of 
work. 

In  June,  53  Home  Helps  attended  a Study  Day  at  Spalding 
Clinic  which  was  organised  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health 
Education.  Home  helps  from  neighbouring  authorities  were 
invited  and  ten  home  helps  attended  from  the  Isle  of  Ely.  The 
subjects  included  Nutrition,  Food  Hygiene  and  Old  Age. 

The  second  In-Service  Training  Course  was  held  in  the 
Autumn  at  which  12  home  helps  attended.  The  course  was  held 
on  six  consecutive  Wednesdays.  The  aim  was  to  give  the  home 
helps  a greater  insight  and  understanding  into  the  problem 
which  they  encounter  in  their  day-to-day  duties.  Talks  were 
given  on  all  aspects  of  community  care,  for  the  baby,  young 
child,  the  elderly,  the  problem  family  and  the  mentally  ill. 
Visits  of  observation  were  made  to  an  Old  People’s  Home  and 
a Chronic  Sick  Hospital.  Speakers  were  drawn  mainly  from 
members  of  the  staff.  All  the  candidates  successfully  completed 
the  course  and  were  presented  with  certificates  by  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Health  Committee.  It  is  hoped  to  run  these  courses 
annually. 

The  Home  Helps  who  attend  problem  families  are  very 
carefully  selected  and  are  drawn  from  home  helps  who  have 
attended  the  In-Service  Training  Course.

Home  helps  attending  homes  of  tuberculosis  cases  and  cer- 
tain other  infectious  diseases  do  so  voluntarily  and  receive 
additional  payment  of  2d.  per  hour.  Home  helps  in  this  cate- 
gory undergo  an  X-ray  examination  of  the  chest  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  case  and  are  re-examined  at  periods  if 
attending  a long  term  case. 

A plus  payment  of  6d.  per  hour  is  paid  to  Home  Helps  for 
the  initial  cleaning  of  houses  which  are  neglected  and  filthy, 
two  home  helps  are  sent  in  at  the  same  time.  An  additional 
payment  of  3d.  per  hour  is  paid  for  continued  cleaning  and  care 
of  households  well  below  the  normal  standards  of  cleanliness. 

ASSESSMENT  SCALE.  The  maximum  charge  remains  at 
5s.  Od.  per  hour.  The  minimum  of  Is.  Od.  per  hour  remains  un- 
changed. Applicants  may  opt  to  complete  a statement  of  in- 
come when  the  contribution  is  assessed  in  accordance  with  the 
CounciTs  scale  of  charges.  Occasional  applications  involving 
extenuating  circumstances  make  the  normal  scale  of  charges 
impracticable,  and  the  County  Med1' cal  Officer  exercises  his 
authority  to  determine  the  contribution  payable.  The  County 
Medical  Officer  may  also  use  his  discretionary  powers  to  reduce 
a maximum  assessment  to  2s.  6d.  per  hour  for  all  attendance  in 
excess  of  30  hours  in  any  one  week. 

CASES  DEALT  WITH.  207  new  cases  were  dealt  with 
during  1965  and  of  these  33,  or  16%  were  assessed  at  the  maxi- 
mum charge.  The  bulk  of  these  cases  was  for  home  confine- 
ment, where  help  is  normally  provided  full-time  for  a period  of 
10  to  12  days.  The  greater  proportion  of  the  remainder  of  cases 
are  infirm  or  chronic  sick  pensioners,  the  majority  of  whose 
contribution  is  Is.  Od.  per  hour. 

During  the  year  the  service  was  provided  free  of  charge  in 
15  cases,  most  of  which  were  severe  problem  families  where 
help  was  provided  in  an  emergency.  Eight  of  these  cases  were 
still  receiving  limited  help  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  total  cost  of  the  service  for  the  year  ending 
31st  March,  1966  £21,923 

Income  from  contributions  £4,322 

Recovery  rate  19.7%  (23.4%  for  the  previous  year). 

During  the  year  a total  of  522  cases  received  help.  The

The  Home  Help  Service  continues  to  play  an  integral  part 
of  the  National  Health  Service  and  provides  relief  from 
anxiety  for  many  people  unable  to  care  for  themselves.  On 
the  more  practical  side  there  is  a not  inconsiderable  saving  of 
beds  in  hospitals  and  old  people’s  homes. 

CENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES, 


“ West  Field  House  ” Day  Training  Centre  and  Hostel  was 
completed  as  expected  by  early  autumn.  This  allowed  the 
senior  male  trainees  from  Allan  House,  who  were  until  this 
time  accommodated  in  a temporary  workshop,  to  transfer  to 
West  Field  House  Training  Centre  on  Monday,  20th  September, 
1965.  The  male  trainees  and  staff  were  quick  to  appreciate  the 
new  purpose  built  accommodation,  and  the  new  equipment 
that  had  been  provided,  which  included  a large  circular  saw7, 
planing  machine,  electric  welding  equipment,  an  additional 
chain  link  fencing  machine  and  a multi-purpose  metal  drill.  It 
is  anticipated  that  concrete  equipment  will  be  provided  in  the 
near  future. 

To  cater  for  the  mid-day  meals  of  the  day  trainees  it  was 
necessary  to  commission  the  kitchen  on  the  premises,  and  we 
were  indeed  fortunate  to  obtain  the  services  of  a part-time 
cook,  who  was  also  able  to  assist  with  the  final  equipping  of  the 
kitchen. 

The  female  trainees  were  transferred  from  Allan  House 
to  West  Field  House  on  3rd  January,  1966.  The  delay  being 
due  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  suitable  staff  for  instructional 

purposes.

The  workshops  have  continued  to  flourish,  the  woodwork 
section  producing  several  tables  and  other  items  required  in  the 
female  side  of  the  training  centre.  The  metal  workshop  now 
produces  a wide  range  of  wrought  iron  goods  and  with  the 
additional  chain  link  fencing  machine  can  manufacture  in  the 
region  of  fifty  yards  of  chain  link  fencing  per  week.  The  income 
from  sales  during  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December, 

1965,  was  £662  18s.  Od.,  an  increase  of  £279  3s.  Id.  over  the  pre- 
vious year.  This  is  an  excellent  increase  especially  when  one 
realises  that  the  workshop  was  at  a standstill  for  a considerable 
period  when  the  move  to  West  Field  House  was  taking  place. 

The  females  are  responsible  for  all  the  laundry  at  West 
Field  House,  and  have  now  undertaken  this  task  in  the  new 
laundry,  the  experience  gained  at  Allan  House  has  stood  them 
in  good  stead  for  this  work,  which  will  increase  with  the  ad- 
mission of  more  residents  to  the  hostel. 

The  domestic  science  section  is  proving  most  useful,  and 
males  as  well  as  females  are  now  learning  to  make  simple 
meals,  in  order  that  they  will  be  able  to  cope  in  times  of  emer- 
gency at  home. 

The  handicraft  section  continues  to  produce  link  mats,  and 
have  only  recently  completed  a large  order  of  these  for  the  edu- 
cation department.  Many  other  small  items  are  produced  in 
this  section  for  sale  to  the  public. 

The  Superintendent  and  Matron  were  appointed  and  took 
up  their  duties  on  1st  November,  1965.  Some  difficulty  was 
found  in  appointing  assistants,  but  the  appointments  have  now 
been  made  and  the  assistants  joined  the  staff  on  25th  April, 

1966. 

The  first  residents  were  admitted  to  the  hostel  on  17th 
January,  1966  and  were  soon  at  home  in  their  new  surround- 
ings. However,  until  the  assistants  took  up  their  appointment 
it  was  not  possible  to  accept  full  time  residents,  those  admitted 
returning  home  for  each  week-end.  It  is  expected  that  by  the 
time  this  report  is  published  more  than  half  of  the  beds  in  the 
hostel  will  be  occupied. 

A number  of  gifts  have  been  given  to  the  hostel  by  various 
local  voluntary  organisations,  including  a film  projector,  a hair 
dryer  and  various  indoor  games. 

Allan  House  Training  Centre  is  now  used  solely  for  the 
training  of  sub-normal  children  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years. 
This  has  allowed  the  staff  to  concentrate  on  the  younger  child, 
and  the  workshop  premises  are  available  for  other  activities 
for  the  younger  child.  All  trainees  appear  to  benefit  from  the 
training  given  and  as  they  near  the  age  of  sixteen  years  training 
will  be  given  to  prepare  them  for  admission  to  West  Field 
House. 
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Social  training  has  been  much  in  evidence  during  the  past 
year,  and  visits  have  been  made  to  various  places  of  interest 
in  the  town,  such  as  the  Fire  Station,  whilst  older  pupils  have 
been  taken  on  shopping  expeditions  and  have  handled  cash 
transactions  under  the  supervision  of  the  training  centre  staff. 

Spalding  Training  Centre  is  still  being  used  to  accommo- 
date junior  and  senior  trainees,  though  it  is  hoped  to  transfer 
all  of  the  adult  trainees  to  West  Field  House  in  the  very  near 
future.  Training  continues  to  be  excellent  and  this  centre  has 
also  made  great  use  of  the  social  training  activities  on  similar 
lines  to  those  of  Allan  House. 

A start  has  not  yet  been  made  on  the  new  purpose  built 
training  centre  at  Spalding,  but  plans  have  been  approved  and 
a start  is  expected  to  be  made  in  1966. 

The  three  Mental  Welfare  Officers  have  continued  to  pro- 
vide a most  satisfactory  service,  with  regular  attendance  at 
locally  held  psychiatric  clinics. 

The  recent  appointment  by  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  of  a Consultant  Psychiatrist  attached  to  Harmston  Hall 
Hospital  has  filled  a much  needed  want,  and  this  service  in 
respect  of  the  Mentally  Sub -normal  is  of  great  value  to  the 
Mental  Welfare  Officers  in  discussing  various  cases. 

A start  has  been  made  on  “ South  Field  House  ”,  the  pur- 
pose built  psycho -geriatric  hostel.  This  project  was  originally 
within  the  government’s  six  month’s  delay  on  new  projects,  but 
special  permission  to  continue  on  this  project  was  obtained. 
This  hostel  will  cater  for  the  older  mentally  ill  patients  in  the 
community  who  are  unable  to  care  for  themselves  but  who  do 
not  require  hospital  treatment.  The  hostel  is  expected  to  open 
in  1967. 

The  Social  Club  for  the  mentally  sub-normal  adults  con- 
tinues to  function  satisfactorily  and  provides  entertainment 
once  a week. 

At  Christmas  the  staff  of  the  club  committee  produced  and 
acted  a Pantomime,  “ Cinderella  ”,  which  was  greatly  enjoyed 
by  the  members  and  the  staff  alike. 

A visit  from  a similar  club  from  Grantham  was  enjoyed 
and  a return  was  made  in  October,  which  was  also  successful. 

The  annual  outing,  which  in  1965  was  a British  Railways 
tour  of  London  and  proved  to  be  such  a success  is  to  be  repeated 
in  1966,  visiting  different  places  of  interest. 

The  local  Societies  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children 
have  been  a great  help  in  providing  transport  for  trainees  from 
West  Field  House  to  Allan  House,  thereby  allowing  resident 
trainees  to  participate  in  the  weekly  entertainment. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT  1955 


Sampling  duties  under  this  act  are  carried  out  by  Mr.  R. 
Fidling,  the  County  Health  Inspector. 

During  the  year  304  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
x\nalyst  and  78  milks  were  examined  by  means  of  our  own 
equipment. 

The  variable  analytical  factors  inherently  associated  with 
the  analysis  of  some  commodities  occasionally  gives  rise  to  dif- 
ferences of  opinion  between  Public  Analysts  and  Manufac- 
turers Analysts.  The  decision  as  to  what  constitutes  a reason- 
able standard  in  the  absence  of  specific  legislation  in  some 
cases,  and  also  the  question  of  the  correctness  of  labelling  a 
commodity  may  be  a matter  for  personal  opinion. 

Thus  while  6.2%  of  the  total  samples  submitted,  were 
originally  questioned  by  the  Public  Analyst  as  possibly  show- 
ing some  irregularity,  after  a fair  amount  of  correspondence, 
consultation  between  Analysts  on  some  matters  and  receipt  of 
legal  advice  on  others,  the  final  figure  of  2.96%  was  accepted  as 
being  the  actual  amount  of  irregularities  occurring. 

This  compares  with  6.1%  shown  in  the  previous  year.

This  milk  sold  under  the  description  of  Channel  Island, 
Jersey,  Guernsey  and  South  Devon  milk  is  required  to  have  a 
milk  fat  content  of  at  least  4.0%  and  is  retailed  at  a higher 
price  than  is  ordinary  milk. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  above,  the  compositional  standard 
of  milk  sold  in  this  county  is  generally  quite  good. 

Three  samples  of  milk  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
Two  samples  showed  very  small  deficiencies  e.g.  of  the  total 
amount  of  Fat  and  Solids  not  Fat  required  to  be  present.  One 
sample  was  3%  deficient  in  Fat  and  one  0.5%  deficient  in  Solids 
not  Fat.  These  were  thought  to  be  due  to  inadequate  bulking 
of  supplies  before  bottling.  Both  vendors  were  warned  and  sub- 
sequent samples  were  satisfactory.  A third  sample  (an  informal 
one)  which  showed  a deficiency  equal  to  9%  extraneous  water, 
was  of  special  interest  in  that,  while  the  Hortvet  Freezing  Point 
test  was  unable  to  confirm  that  water  had  been  added  and 
therefore  may  have  indeed  been  low  grade  genuine  milk,  the 
presence  of  an  abnormal  ion  content  did  arouse  suspicion  that 
the  milk  had  been  tampered  with. 

The  milk  was  coming  in  from  outside  the  county  and  be- 
fore the  matter  could  be  further  investigated  milk  production 
had  ceased  and  the  producer  had  left  the  farm. 

OTHER  FOODS  REPORTED  TO  BE  UNSATISFACTORY. 

Canned  Fruits.  Three  samples  were  considered  by  our 
Analyst  to  be  below  the  syrup  strength  standard  required  by 
the  Code  of  Practice  and  agreed  to  by  members  of  the  Canners 
Association.  Various  factors  connected  with  the  type  of  fruit 
being  canned  have  a different  degree  of  effect  on  the  final  sugar 
content  of  the  syrup  when  analysed.  This  gave  rise  to  a dif- 
ference of  opinion  between  Analysts.  The  matter  was  even- 
tually referred  to  the  Chief  Chemist  of  the  Canners  Research 
Association  and  our  Analyst  agreed  that  by  using  the  Research 
Association  factor  for  estimation,  the  samples  were  in  agree- 
ment with  the  Code  of  Practice. 
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Fruit  Salad.  Labelling  Offence.  The  various  fruits  present 
were  listed  in  the  wrong  quantitative  sequence.  The  firm  was 
contacted  and  agreed  to  make  the  necessary  adjustments  to  the 
label. 

Canned  Milk.  Two  preparations  sold  under  the  names  of 
Best  of  the  Milk  and  Top  o’  the  Milk  were  considered  by  the 
Analyst  as  coming  within  the  range  of  Sterilised  Cream  pro- 
ducts, and  should  therefore  contain  a minimum  of  23%  Milk 
Fat  in  accordance  with  the  Food  Standards  (Cream)  Order  for 
Sterilised  Cream. 

As  the  products  contained  21%  and  18.3%  milk  fat  respec- 
tively, and  as  in  each  case  the  label  on  the  can  was  clearly 
printed  with  the  words  containing  not  less  than  18%  Milk  Fat, 
the  Sampling  Officer  referred  the  matter  to  the  Deputy  Clerk 
of  the  Council  for  an  opinion  and  he  agreed  that  in  view  of  the 
labelling,  that  no  offence  had  been  committed. 

Blood  Tonic  and  Back  and  Kidney  Mixture.  Both  these 
samples  were  Herbal  Mixtures  and  the  labelling  of  the  ingre- 
dients was  not  in  accordance  with  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines 
Act  1941. 

The  manufacturer  was  contacted  and  the  commodities 
were  withdrawn  from  sale. 

Cheese  and  Butter  Spread.  Two  samples  of  this  com- 
modity were  considered  to  be  somewhat  deficient  in  fat  con- 
tent in  view  of  the  claim  of  butter  being  present.  As  however 
there  is  no  Statutory  Standard  or  Recommended  Standard  for 
this  type  of  preparation  and  as  they  contained  20.7%  and  21.5% 
of  fat  the  Analyst  later  decided  to  pass  them  as  genuine 
although  the  Recommended  Standard  for  Cheese  Spread  alone 
is  20%  Fat. 

Champagne  Perry  and  Gin.  At  the  present  time  it  is  illegal 
to  suggest  on  a label  that  an  artificially  aerated  Perry  resem- 
bles or  has  the  character  of  champagne.  The  Analyst  sus- 
pected such  artificial  aeration  had  taken  place  and  requested 
further  samples.  These  were  supplied  and  the  Analyst  reluc- 
tantly decided  to  pass  the  samples  as  genuine  for  the  reasons 
that  it  is  not  possible  to  differentiate  Carbon  Dioxide  gas  that 
has  been  added  and  that  which  has  been  produced  by  natural 
fermentation.  In  addition  recent  proposals  circulated  by  the 
Ministry  might  possibly  allow  the  use  of  the  adjective  “ Cham- 
pagne ” if  the  proposals  become  law. 

condensed  Milk.  Labs  I ling  Offence.  The  label  claimed 
the  milk  had  been  enriched  with  Vit.  D but  did  not  state  the 
minimum  amount  of  Vit.  D present  as  is  required  by  the  Label- 
ling of  Food  Order.

The  firm  was  contacted  and  they  pleaded  accidental  omis- 
sion on  the  label  of  that  particular  size  can,  and  they  under- 
took to  affix  supplementary  labels  to  rectify  the  omission. 

Peach  and  Brandy  Preserve.  The  commodity  was  compo- 
sitionally  genuine  but  contained  a dead  wasp.  A warning  was 
given  to  the  manufacturers. 

Coffee  Mate  Coffee  Creamer.  The  Analyst  took  exception 
to  the  word  “ Creamer  ” on  the  label  in  that  he  considered  it 
was  misleading  and  could  suggest  the  presence  of  milk  fat.  The 
matter  was  referred  to  our  legal  department  who  advised  that 
no  offence  had  been  committed  by  virtue  of  the  expression 
“ Non  Dairy  ” appearing  in  three  places  on  the  label,  thus 
making  it  clear  the  commodity  was  not  of  the  nature  of  milk. 

Scampi  Savoury.  The  Analyst  originally  considered  the 
fish  protein  to  be  low,  but  on  samples  of  prawns  being  sub- 
mitted to  enable  a protein  check  to  be  made,  he  passed  the 
sample  as  genuine. 

Butter.  The  sample  was  found  to  be  rancid  and  contained 
traces  of  mould  and  dirt. 

The  vendor  was  prosecuted  and  fined  £20  with  £12  8s. 
costs. 

COMPLAINT  SAMPLES. 

Milk.  A purchaser  alleged  the  milk  had  a peculiar  taste 
and  was  deficient  in  fat.  The  analyst  found  the  milk  to  be 
quite  normal  and  of  a genuine  compositional  standard. 

Canned  Crab  Meat.  A purchaser  complained  the  com- 
modity had  an  offensive  odour  and  that  frothiness  of  the  meat 
was  observed  when  can  was  opened. 

Samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  a chemi- 
cal examination  and  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bac- 
teriological tests. 

Neither  laboratory  could  find  anything  abnormal. 

Corned  Beef.  A housewife  reported  the  can  had  a peculiar 
odour  when  opened. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  reported  that  no  pathogenic 
organisms  were  found. 

Rose  Hip  Syrup.  The  commodity  was  alleged  to  have  an 
oily  taste. 

The  Analyst  found  nothing  wrong  with  the  sample  and 
suggested  the  complainant  may  have  been  especially  sensitive 
to  the  taste  imparted  by  the  presence  of  the  permitted  amount 
of  Sulphur  Dioxide  in  the  syrup. 

Insect  in  a Can  of  Peas.  A Scottish  Health  Authority  noti- 
fied us  that  a can  of  peas  originating  in  this  County  had  been 
reported  to  them  as  having  contained  some  type  of  insect  ? a 
bee. 
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An  investigation  was  made  at  the  Canning  Factory  con- 
cerned into  the  condition  of  canning  and  a report  on  same  was 
forwarded  to  the  Inspector  requiring  the  information. 

THE  MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION)  REGULATIONS, 

1863. 

The  regulations  control  the  designation  of  the  types  of  milk 
which  may  be  sold,  together  with  the  specific  tests  to  be  applied 
to  samples  to  ensure  the  milk  is  of  a safe  bacteriological  stan- 
dard and  has  a reasonable  keeping  quality  when  purchased  by 
a customer. 

Milks  are  allowed  to  be  described  as  follows  Pasteurised, 
Sterilised,  Ultra  Heat  Treated,  and  Untreated.  In  addition  if 
the  milk  is  originally  of  Channel  Island  compositional  quality, 
the  term  Channel  Island  may  be  added  to  the  above  descrip- 
tions. 

There  are  two  large  milk  pasteurising  premises  in  the 
County  and  142  milk  dealers,  all  of  which  are  licenced  by  the 
County  Council. 

Inspection  visits  and  sampling  are  carried  out  by  the 
County  Health  Inspector  and  the  samples  are  examined  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  the  adequacy  of  Heat  Treatment 
and  for  the  Keeping  Quality  of  the  milk. 

Inspection  at  the  Pasteurising  premises  includes  Plant  Heat 
Recorders,  Thermometers,  Churns  and  Bottles. 

A total  of  414  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  the 
appropriate  test  to  be  made  with  the  following  results.

Road  site. 

Work  on  the  construction  of  a 300,000  gallon  reinforced

6.  Quality  of  Water. 

(i)  The  quality  of  the  water  (from  surface  and  under- 
ground sources)  has  been  generally  satisfactory  throughout 
the  year,  although  a number  of  complaints  of  discolouration 
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have  been  received  from  consumers  who  receive  water  from 
the  Revesby  and  Fordington  sources,  and  a scheme  is  being 
prepared  to  remove  the  excess  iron  from  the  Fordington  source. 

(ii)  Monthly  samples  of  the  raw  water  and  treated  water 
passing  to  supply  at  Revesby  and  Fordington  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  Public  Analyst  at  Nottingham  (Mr.  E.  Fogden, 
B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.),  and  frequent  samples  of  the  water  in  the  mains 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
at  Lincoln  for  bacteriological  analysis.  No  adverse  reports  have 
been  received  in  respect  of  “ treated  water  ” passing  to  supply. 

(iii)  The  water  has  no  plumbo- solvent  action. 

7.  Quantity  of  Water  Avaiiabte. 

(i)  The  supply  during  the  year  was  satisfactory  apart  from 
the  pressure  limitations  previously  referred  to. 

(ii)  The  proportion  of  the  houses  in  the  Borough  supplied 
by  standpipes  and  outside  taps  is  relatively  small  and  mainly 
confined  to  old  parts  of  the  town. 

About  1%  of  the  approximate  8,000  houses  are  without  a 
piped  water  supply.  For  the  purposes  of  this  report,  stand- 
pipes and  yard  taps  are  treated  as  piped  supplies. 

8.  Work. 

The  Board’s  works  (including  reservoirs,  pumping  stations, 
pumping  and  treatment  plant)  at  Revesby,  Fordington  and 
Horncastle  Road,  Boston  have  been  maintained  in  good  con- 
dition. 

SOUTH  LINCOLNSHIRE  WATER  BOARD. 

Throughout  the  whole  area  controlled  by  the  South  Lin- 
colnshire Water  Board,  the  water  supply  for  the  year  under 
review  was  adequate  and  satisfactory  although  bore  levels 
continued  to  fall  until  February.  As  a result  of  the  above 
average  rainfall  for  the  year,  levels  by  December  had  reached 
their  highest  for  some  four  years. 

New  bores  have  been  put  down  in  Aslackby  and  Rippingale 
Fens,  but  these  have  not  been  put  into  service.  There  is  a 
potential  from  these  two  bores  of  some  6 m.g.p.d.  to  cope  with 
future  demand  for  supplies. 

The  new  booster  station  at  Guthram  on  the  trunk  main 
feeds  from  Bourne  to  the  Spalding  area  and  will  shortly  be 
commissioned  resulting  in  an  improved  supply  to  the  Holland 
Districts  of  the  Board’s  area  of  supply.  In  addition,  a 10" 
trunk  main  is  proposed  from  the  Weston  re -pumping  station 
into  the  Holbeach  area. 
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The  total  quantity  of  water  abstracted  from  the  three 
sources  to  supply  that  part  of  the  Board’s  area  within  the 
Holland  Division  of  Lincolnshire  including  a bulk  supply  to  the 
Borough  of  Boston  and  giving  also  the  corresponding  figures

The  analysts  report  in  each  case  reported  that  the  samples 
were  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  neutral  in  reaction  and 
free  from  metals  apart  from  a negligible  trace  of  iron  at  West 
Pinchbeck. 

The  water  is  hard  in  character  but  not  excessively  so  and 
contains  no  excess  of  mineral  constituents  and  is  of  a very  satis- 
factory organic  quality. 

From  the  aspect  of  the  chemical  analyses  these  results  are 
indicative  of  a pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  public 
supply  purposes.

Minute  13— Fluoridation  of  Water  Supplies— Prevention  of 
Dental  Disease. 

(a)  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  28/62 — Reported  receipt  of  this 
circular  stating  that  the  Minister  was  ready  to  approve, 
under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
arrangements  between  local  health  authorities  and  water 
undertakers  for  the  addition  of  fluoride  to  water  supplies 
which  are  deficient  in  it  naturally  (copy  report  by  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  circulated). 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Principal 
School  Dental  Officer  reported  orally  on  this  question. 

Resolved  to  accept  the  principle  of  the  adjustment, 
where  practicable,  of  the  fluoride  content  of  the  water  sup- 
ply to  the  optimum  level  necessary  for  the  dental  health 
of  the  community,  namely  at  one  part  per  million,  as 
recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  ; and  to  authorise 
the  County  Medical  Officer  to  approach  the  water  under- 
takings to  discuss  the  arrangements  necessary,  and  report. 

HEALTH  COMMITTEE,  20th  MARCH,  1963. 

Minute  7 — Fluoridation  of  Water  Supplies — Prevention  of 
Dental  Disease  (Minute  13, 11th  January,  1963). 

The  Committee  gave  further  consideration  to  the  above- 
mentioned  minute  relating  to  the  proposed  fluoridation  of  the 
water  supply  (as  recommended  under  Ministry  of  Health  Cir- 
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cular  28/62),  referred  back  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  County 
Council  ; and  considered  a further  report  thereon  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (copies  circulated). 

Reported  communications  supporting  fluoridation  received 
from  : — 

(i)  British  Dental  Association. 

(ii)  Lincolnshire  (Holland)  Executive  Council  (unani- 
mously endorsing  recommendations  of  the  Local  Medi- 
cal Committee  and  the  Local  Dental  Committee). 

(iii)  Spalding  Urban  District  Council. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  reported,  inter  alia, 
that  the  appropriate  section  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  had  advised  that  the  milk  yield  of  cattle  was  not 
affected  by  the  addition  of  fluoride  to  the  water  supplies. 

After  a full  discussion  of  the  whole  question  the  Commit- 
tee Resolved  to  reaffirm  Minute  13  of  11th  January,  1963, 
accepting  the  principle  of  the  adjustment,  where  practicable, 
of  the  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supply  to  the  optimum 
level  necessary  for  the  dental  health  of  the  community,  namely 
at  one  part  per  million,  as  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  ; and  authorising  the  County  Medical  Officer  to  ap- 
proach the  water  undertakings  to  discuss  the  arrangements 
necessary,  and  report. 

Further  Resolved  that  the  report  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  be  circulated  to  the  Council  with  these 
minutes. 

HEALTH  COMMITTEE,  18th  JUNE,  1963. 

Minute  13 — Fluoridation  of  Water  Supplies — Prevention  of 

Dental  Disease  (Minute  7,  21st  March,  1963). 

Reported  that  the  County  Council  had,  at  their  last  meet- 
ing, negatived  this  minute,  and  had  decided  in  consequence  to 
take  no  further  action  to  fluoridate  public  water  supplies  within 
the  County.

Reported  receipt  of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  12/63  giv- 
ing general  approval  to  all  local  health  authorities  under  Sec- 
tion 28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  to  make 
arrangements  with  statutory  water  undertakers  for  the  fluori- 
dation of  water  supplies. 
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HEALTH  COMMITTEE,  8th  OCTOBER,  1965. 

Minute  18— Fluoridation  of  Water  Supplies — Prevention  of 

Dental  Diseases  (Minute  13, 18th  June,  1963). 

The  Committee  received  Circular  15/65  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health  referring  to  Circular  12/63  which  had  given  approval, 
under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  to 
arrangements  being  made  for  the  addition  of  fluoride  to  public 
water  supplies  which  were  deficient  in  it  naturally,  to  the  level 
appropriate  for  the  prevention  of  dental  decay.  Circular  15/65 
stated,  inter  alia,  that  in  the  Minister’s  view  fluoridation  is  now 
an  established  and  well  proven  public  health  measure,  which 
confers  benefits  to  dental  (and,  in  consequence,  general)  health 
greatly  exceeding  the  cost  of  introducing  it.  The  Circular 
stated  that  the  Minister  is  convinced  that  fluoridation  is  com- 
pletely safe  and  that  he  hopes  that  all  local  health  authorities 
will  now  take  steps  to  make  arrangements  for  its  introduction. 

The  Committee  also  considered  other  papers  on  this  sub- 
ject, as  follows  : — 

(i)  Report  by  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (copies 
circulated). 

(ii)  A letter  from  the  Town  Clerk  of  Boston  stating  that 
his  Council  consider  that  fluoride  should  be  added  to 
the  public  water  supply  of  the  Borough. 

(iii)  A letter  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Boston  Rural  District 
Council  stating  that  his  Council  does  not  desire  the 
addition  of  fluoride  to  the  public  water  supplies  in  its 
area. 

(iv)  A letter,  dated  1st  September,  1965,  from  the  National 
Pure  Water  Association. 

After  a full  discussion,  the  Committee  (by  7 votes  to  4) 
Resolved  to  reaffirm  Minute  7 of  20th  March,  1963  (later  nega- 
tived by  the  County  Council)  accepting  the  principle  of  the  ad- 
justment, where  practicable,  of  the  fluoride  content  of  the  water 
supply  to  the  optimum  level  necessary  for  the  dental  health  of 
the  community,  namely  at  one  part  per  million,  as  recommen- 
ded by  the  Ministry  of  Health  ; and  authorising  the  County 
Medical  Officer  to  approach  the  water  undertakings  to  discuss 
the  arrangements  necessary,  and  report.

Minute  1 — Page  169,  Minute  18  Fluoridation  of  Water  Supplies. 

Reported  that  the  County  Council,  on  8th  November,  1965, 
amended  Minute  18  so  as  to  read— “ That  the  Council  do  not 
accept  the  principle  of  the  fluoridation  of  public  water  sup- 
plies 
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In  this  connection,  submitted  a letter  dated  9th  November, 
1965,  and  accompanying  statement  sent  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  to  the  Chairman  of  the  County  Council  (copies  circu- 
lated), urging  all  local  authorities  who  have  not  already  done 
so  to  arrange  for  the  necessary  fluoridation  of  their  water  sup- 
plies. 

Resolved  to  receive  and  note  the  Minister’s  letter  ; but  to 
take  no  further  action  for  the  time  being  in  view  of  the  Coun- 
cil’s recent  decision  on  this  question. 

SEWERAGE— IMPROVEMENTS  IN  1965. 

BOSTON  BOROUGH. 

Work  completed  on  the  West  Side  Sewerage  Scheme  and 
to  date  the  owners  of  about  one  third  of  the  properties  affected 
have  connected  their  premises  to  the  system. 

BOSTON  RURAL. 

Freiston  and  Butterwick  and  Extensions  in  Fishtoft  and 
Wyberton  Sewerage  Scheme. 

After  four  years  construction  all  the  sewers  have  been  laid. 
The  length  laid  since  the  last  report  are  as  follows  : — 

Fishtoft — Kingsway  and  part  of  Fishtoft  Road. 

A further  seven  pumping  stations  have  been  put  into  oper- 
ation and  the  filter  beds,  sludge  drying  beds,  humus  tanks, 
balancing  tank,  2 sedimentation  tanks  and  recirculation  pump- 
ing station  at  Fishtoft  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  in  oper- 
ation. 

Connections  can  now  be  made  to  the  sewers  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Fishtoft— Pilleys  Lane,  Sibsey  Road,  Wainfleet  Road, 
Toot  Lane,  Woodthorpe  Avenue,  Rochford  Tower  Lane 
and  Willoughby  Road. 

(b)  Freiston — Hilldyke  Road,  Church  Road,  Priory  Road, 
Wainfleet  Road,  Park  Road  and  Foxhole  Lane. 

(c)  Butterwick — Mill  Lane,  Brands  End  Road,  Wainfleet 
Road,  Spittle  Hill  Road,  Homers  Lane,  School  Lane, 
Sea  Lane  and  Watery  Lane. 

(d)  Wyberton — Tytton  Lane  West,  West  End  Road,  Cause- 
way (North  End),  Ralph’s  Lane,  Church  Road,  Low 
Road  and  Tytton  Lane  East. 
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Swineshead  Sewerage  Scheme. 

After  18  months  construction  85%  of  the  main  sewers  have 
been  laid  to  date  as  follows  : — 

North  End,  Tarry  Hill,  Golden  Cross,  Church  Lane,  Mill 
Lane,  Town  Lane,  Sleaford  Road,  Stump  Cross  Lane,  Dray- 
ton Road,  Woods  Lane  and  part  of  South  Street. 

The  underground  chambers  of  three  pumping  stations  have 
been  completed  and  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  the  filter 
beds,  sludge  drying  beds  and  Messroom/Store/Pumphouse 
buildings  have  been  structurally  completed  and  the  humus 
tanks  and  sedimentation  tanks  partly  completed. 

Syiodemisation  of  Pre-war  Properties. 

100  properties  in  the  parishes  of  Butterwick,  Fishtoft, 
Leverton,  Old  Leake  and  Wrangle  have  been  modernised  by 
the  addition  of  Bathrooms,  W.C.s  and  hot  water  systems  dur- 
ing 1965. 

SPALDING  URBAN. 

800  yards  of  6"  Cast  Iron  Sewer,  Low  Road,  Queen’s  Road 
and  part  of  Halmergate  with  appropriate  4"  C.I.  curtilage  con- 
nections. (About  100  yards  of  4"  C.I.) 

SPALDING  RURAL. 

The  public  sewerage  scheme  for  the  village  of  Pinchbeck 
started  in  October  of  this  year. 

Two  smaller  sewerage  systems,  for  the  Council’s  estates  at 
Campains  Lane,  Deeping  St.  Nicholas  and  Westhorpe  Road, 
Gosberton,  came  into  operation  during  the  year. 

EAST  ELLOE  RURAL. 

72  houses  commenced  and  in  progress  for  the  provision  of 
new  bathrooms  and  sewage  plant. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948.

WELFARE  OF  THE  DISABLED.  The  services  for  the 
physically  disabled  in  conjunction  with  the  Holland  Society 
for  the  Disabled  have  continued  to  expand  over  the  past  year. 
This  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  the  register  of  disabled  per- 
sons now  contains  677  names  as  compared  with  635  last  year.

There  is  one  qualified  social  worker  who  specifically  deals 
with  the  work  amongst  the  disabled  and  supervises  the  work 
of  the  three  part  time  social  workers  employed  by  the  Volun- 
tary Society.  The  craft  teaching  staff  has  remained  unaltered 
at  4.  They  give  domiciliary  instruction  in  crafts  to  the  disabled 
and  also  take  classes  at  the  Cheshire  Foundation  Home  at  Fleet 
and  in  the  Old  People’s  Homes.  The  Holland  Society  for  the 
Disabled  through  its  Local  Committees  provide  social  services 
which  include  clubs,  social  activities,  outings,  etc.  The  stock 
of  aids  for  the  disabled  which  the  society  possesses,  prove  of 
great  value  in  helping  these  people  to  live  as  near  a normal 
life  as  is  possible.  Publicity  for  all  these  services  has  been 
obtained  at  a number  of  agricultural  shows  and  exhibitions. 

WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND. 

(a)  Blind  Register.  The  number  on  the  blind  register  at 
31st  December,  1965  was  176,  one  less  than  the  previous  year. 
24  new  cases  were  registered  during  the  year  the  majority  of 
whom  were  over  70  years  of  age.  There  was  one  transfer  into 
the  area  and  five  out,  one  case  was  de-certified  and  there  were 
20  deaths. 
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(b)  Partially  Sighted  Register.  The  number  on  the  Par- 
tially Sighted  Register  on  31st  December,  1965  was  56  an  in- 
crease of  4 over  the  previous  year.  8 new  cases  were  regis- 
tered during  the  year,  2 were  transferred  out  of  the  area  and 
2 in.  There  were  also  1 transfer  to  the  blind  register  and  3 
deaths  during  the  year. 

(c)  Children.  The  Blind  Register  includes  11  children. 
Two  girls  and  one  boy  all  in  special  homes  and  tv/o  boys  in 
psychiatric  hospitals.  There  are  two  girls  and  four  boys  resid- 
ing in  their  own  homes. 

(d)  Boston  and  Holland  Blind  Society.  The  Boston  and 
Holland  Blind  Society  act  as  the  agent  of  the  County  Council 
and  close  co-operation  is  always  maintained  between  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Blind  Society  and  the  staff  of  the  Welfare  De- 
partment. The  post  of  Home  Teacher  which  had  been  vacant 
since  1963  was  filled  during  the  year  by  the  appointment  of  a 
male  qualified  Home  Teacher.  The  society  own  and  adminis- 
ter a small  home  for  16  blind  women  of  all  ages.  This  makes 
a very  useful  contribution  towards  meeting  the  needs  of  blind 
women  requiring  residential  care.  The  Society  make  grants 
where  necessary  from  their  own  funds  (both  in  cash  and  kind) 
to  supplement  National  Assistance  and  other  statutory  grants. 

WELFARE  OF  THE  ELDERLY. 

(a)  Old  People’s  Homes.  Bank  House,  Gosberton,  was  re- 
opened during  the  year  after  being  closed  since  October,  1963 
for  modernisation  and  extension.  This  had  the  effect  of  pro- 
viding a further  20  beds  and  enabled  the  transfer  of  a further 
10  residents  from  the  “Joint  User”  establishment  at  Spalding. 
By  the  end  of  the  year  the  accommodation  used  by  the  Wel- 
fare Committee  comprised  : — 

Adapted  properties  (5)  195  beds. 

Purpose  built  homes  (3) 120  beds. 

“ Joint  User  ” establishment  10  beds. 
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(b)  Grouped  Bungalow  Schemes.  The  scheme  at  Pinch- 
beck, which  was  mentioned  in  the  last  report  was  completed 
during  the  year  making  provision  for  a further  13  new  bunga- 
lows and  16  flatlets.  Plans  are  under  consideration  for  the 
erection  of  new  projects  by  Boston  Borough  and  Boston  and 
Spalding  R.D.C.s.  The  number  of  bungalows  and  flatlets  in  use

MEALS  ON  WHEELS  SERVICE.  This  service  was  ex- 
tended to  the  Deeping  St.  Nicholas  area  during  the  year,  this 
making  10  schemes  now  operating.  The  total  number  of  meals 
served  during  the  year  was  20,686  an  increase  of  approximately 
3,000  over  the  past  year.  This  service  is  proving  a great  help 
in  keeping  the  aged  independent  and  allowing  them  to  live  in 
their  own  homes. 

PROBLEM  AND  HOMELESS  FAMILIES.  Close  liaison 
has  been  maintained  between  the  Health,  Welfare  and 
Children’s  Departments  in  co-operation  with  the  various 
housing  authorities  in  dealing  with  a number  of  “ difficult  ” and 
“ problem  ” families  with  beneficial  results.
